Steel Report 
Shows Boost

NEW YORK, May 10.—Further 
improvement in United States Steel 
Corp.’s business was reported today 
when it was announced shipments 
last month jumped 54,800 tons to 
643,009, topping the 600,000 ton mark 
for the first time since last De­ 
cember. 
The rise marks a steady monthly 
advance from the low point of re­ 
cent months of 331,777 tons set in 
the first month of this year. At the 
same time it compares with 335.321 
tons in the comparable period last 
year. 
April’s shipments this year were 
the best for the month since 1931, 
Running far ahead of the 395,091 
ton total in the 1932 period. April 
three years ago, however, returned a 
total of 878,558.

Relief Last Month

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.— 
Pennsylvania didn't fare so well in 
ihe distribution of foodstuffs by the 
Federal Emergency Relief Adminis­ 
tration last month, to judge by a 
report of the Administration just 
released. 
The only assignment to the Key­ 
stone State was 24.491 tons of coal. 
The Administration distributed 40,- 
457,166 pounds of various foodstuffs 
and 1,178.579 bushels of feed grain, 
but none of this went to Pennsyl­ 
vania. The food products going to 
the other states included smoked 
pork, lard, flour, butter, cereal foods, 
and citrus fruits, and syrup. 
Ohio was given 1,024,782 pounds 
of pork. 388,080 pounds of lard, 36,- 
000 gallons of syrup, and 715 tons of 
coal. West

got 
525,000 
pounds of pork, 215.600 pounds of 
flour, and 27,000 gallons of syrup.

New Commission 


President Of A. T. & T. Says 
New Federal Commission 
Would Ruin Business 


(International New» Service) 
WASHINGTON. May 10.—Estab­ 
lishment of a federal communica­ 
tions commission vested with dras­ 
tic regulatory powers, will disor­ 
ganize the telephone business, Wal­ 
ter S. Gifford, president of the Am­ 
erican Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Co., charged today before the house 
interstate commerce committee. 
He appeared in Opposition to the 
bill by Rep. Rayburn (D) of Texas, 
which would place 
the 
nation’s 
communications systems under gov­ 
ernment control. 
Gifford testified the A. T. and T. 
and its associated companies, com­ 
prising the Bell system, own and 


operate about 85 per cent of the 
telephone service of the country. 
“Regulation is now new to us,” he 
said. “From the beginning we have 
welcomed it. We are now regulated 
by 45 state commissions, many mun- 
! icipalties and 
by 
the 
interstate 
commerce commission. 
W ithin the 
past year, we have become further 
regulated through the NIRA and 
the Securities act. 
Decentralized Basis 
Gifford 
characterized 
the 
Bell 
system as a business operated on a 
decentralized basis. 
"The Bell system is one organic 
whole—reasearch, engineering, m an­ 
ufacture, supply and operation.” he 
testified. 
“In the conduct of the 
business, responsibility is decentral­ 
ized. 
“The injection of a commission 
with a veto power 
between

like Chairman Joseph H. Choate, Jr. 
of the federal 
alcohol administra­ 
tion and Supervisor J. M. Doran of 
the distilling industry can’t quite 
grasp the idea that maybe there has | 
been a vast slump since pre-prohi- ; 
bition days in the national demand 
for “hard-licker.” 
Dr. Doran is far better acquitted 
with alcoholic statistics than Chair- j 
man Choate. 
Chairman Choate was first, indeed 
to sound the alarm that, it seems 
to him, moonshining and bootleg- 
ging still must be mighty prevalent 
despite repeal, but he offered no es­ 
timate of the illegal traffic’s propor- j 
tions, 
Dr. Doran, who, as the legalized 
liquor men’s chosen representative 
is vitally interested in the defense 
of their trade from outlaw competi- j 
tion, furnishes figures. At the pres-j 
ent rate, he points out, the annual 
consumption of legally distilled and 
marketed drinkables for the current 
fiscal year threatens to fall short 
of the last pre-prohibition year’s by 
approximately four-fifths. 
This greatly perturbs the doctor 
(he will be recalled as former chief 
of dry law enforcement) since he 
d^aws the conclusion that the legal 
concerns he now is working for are 
losing 80 per cent of the business 
they consider themselves entitled to 
monopolize—losing it to operators of 
illicit stills and their rackettering 
salesmen.

Individuals of the type of Capt. 
W. H. Stayton of 
Baltimore, who 
was one of the country’s m^st per­ 
sistent repeal crusaders throughout 
the whole of the dry era. likewise 
bitterly resent the 
liquor

the revenue they had expected from 
it followinr repeal’s ratification. 
The possibility’s error in all these 
calculations lies, of course, in the 
chance 
that 
liquor 
consumption 
really was sharply curtailed while 
prohibition prevailed (it already was

amendment was adopted and that it 
is not picking up to the extent that 
was anticipated as a sequel to pro­ 
hibition’s abandonment.

Dr. Doran himself, whose present

galized industry, told an altogether 
different story when in the prohibi­ 
tion enforcement service. At that

I trol—inasmuch as he was identified 
with the job of controlling it.

Grayson, retired, in the absence of 
Henry L. Doherty of New York, the 
chairman of the national presiden­ 
tial birthday party committee.

Uncle Sam Will Go After 
Illicit Liquor Industry 
With

961 Men 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON. May 10—Uncle 
Sam’s crusade to wipe out the illicit j 
liquor industry was formally started j 
today. 
The treasury absorbed the re­ 
mainder of the prohibition division 
of the department of justice includ­ 
ing a personnel of about 961. 
In addition an internal revenue 
force of more than 700 already has 
been organized and with the justice 
department 
organization will 
be 
built up within the next few months 
to about 4,000. 
The internal revenue drive will be 
aimed principally at the protection 
of government revenues. A particu­ 
lar campaign will be conducted 
against illicit liquor distilling. Offi­ 
cials believe the drive will result in 
many milloins of dollars being turn­ 
ed into the treasury which hereto­ 
fore had been diverted through il­ 
legal operations. 
The new internal revenue force 
will have the duty of collecting close 
to a half billion dollars in liquor 
taxes during the coming year. 
At 
the rate of collection 'in April the 
liquor taxes would exceed $400,000,- 
' 0 for the approaching 12 months. 
There has been a steady increase m 
these taxes since liquor became le­ 
gal December 5.

A TEXAS candidate declares his 
congressional candidacy 
anonym­ 
ously, refuses to give his name, but 
issues a photograph of himself as a 
boy six years old, with "button shoes 
and a suit forty years old,” saying, 
“judge me by this.” 
That picture is apt to deceive the 
public. At the age of six almost any 
human 
being 
looks 
intelligent, 
honest, pleasing. But forty years of 
time, politics and scheming often 
change that. 
Even a baby gorilla, or chimpan­ 
zee, in infancy looks human, almost 
as though he might be elected to 
Congress later. Then his forehead 
goes back, his paws come out, he’s 
spoiled. 
Those whose appearance improves 
as time passes are rare, although 
great men are nearly always among 
the exceptions. For instance, Hux­ 
ley, Gladstone, Wagner, the late 
Pope Leo were infinitely more beau­ 
tiful in old age than in childhood. 


"STEEL” is looking up, the output 
being at a higher level now than any 
time since June, 1930. 
Incidentally, in Geneva, where 
world news and war news centers, 
it is learned that "the nations are 
strengthening every military branch 
of their government.” 
If all this getting ready should 
end as it usually does in Europe, 
you would see United States steel 
production go up fast. Many million 
ton of iron would be needed for 
killing. 
It is to be hoped that this time 
our government will not send ten 
thousand million dollars to enable 
Europe to pay for her killing ma­ 
chinery, as was done last time. 


OF 123,000,000, four million, sev­ 
enty-eight thousand, six hundred 
and forty have informed Uncle Sam 
that they have income tax to pay 
for 1933. 
That is half a million 
more than the 1932 figure. It means 
more prosperity, also more caution 
among tax-dodgers. 


GERMANY, OWING private debts 
to Americans, English and French, 
plans to pay 
the 
English and 
French, and let the Americans wait, 
in accordance with a well-estab­ 
lished European custom. President 
Roosevelt is said to have informed 
Germany that he does not favor this 
discrimination. 
He might stop the German non­ 
sense by informing Mr. Hitler's gov­ 
ernment that until he treats his 
American creditors exactly as any 
others, the ports of the United 
States will be closed to German pro- 


FRANCE KNOWS that the way 
to avoid trouble, or, at least, mini­ 
mize it, is to be ready for it and the 
French are building "more forts, 
more airplanes, more tanks, more 
submarines. Soon they plan to in­ 
crease the army, which numbers 
now about half a million actually 
under arms.” 
All this is called "A reply to the 
German Menace.” 


IF THE UNITED STATES be­ 
lieves, as other countries appar­ 
ently do, that this second, hideously 
destructive war is coming, it would 
do well to make itself independent 
of other countries, and arrange for 
conditions that will enable us to pro­ 
duce anything we like, or get along 
without that which we cannot pro­ 
duce. 
One thing is certain, this country 
will not finance that next war, and 
will not ship over million* of young 
Americans to take part in it. Any 
country that wants to fight with 
young Americans will have to come 
over here to do it.

Back in 1922, when Warren Hard­ 
ing was still president and young 
Babe Ruth was just beginning to 
earn his salt as a New York Yan­ 
kee, an enthusiastic golfer from St. 
Louis, Mo., one George Herbert 
Walker, decided that his favorite 
sport ought to have some sort of in­ 
ternational team trophy such as the 
Davi cup in tennis. 
The Davis cup started out as a 
bauble to be battled for by various 
English-speaking nations. However, 
before Dwight Davis who donated 
the silver bowl, realized it the cup 
had done almost as much traveling 
as Floyd Gibbons—having visited 
the United States, England. Austra­ 
lia and France and, once or twice, 
nearly taking a trip to Japan. 
Anyway, Walker offered the Walk­ 
er cup trophy as a trophy to be 
played for by American and English 
amateur teams every other year. 
When it was accepted for competi­ 
tion he naturally figured he had 
started another international trophy 
on its way around the world. 
m * * 
That was where .the generous Mr. 
Walker was in grave error. 
The Walker cup, though an “in­ 
ternational” trophy, has never de­ 
parted from the United States save 
Í for those brief occasions when it 
was placed in view, as it is this 
week, on some courses in the British 
Isles while an American team is 
licking the stuffing out of their 
English cousins. 
There have been seven Anglo- 
American battles for the Walker cup 
and the United States has w’on all 
of them. They are expected to win 
the eighth struggle—soon to start on 
the course of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf club near St. Andrews, Scot­ 
land. 
The closest the British have ever 
come to winning were in 1923 and 
1926 struggles when the score was 
6lA to 5% in favor of Uncle Sam’s 
niblick-nephews. Last time—1932— 
the United States won 9M> to 2^.

This year’s Walker cup battle will 
have almost as many side attrac­ 
tions as a three-ring circus. 
Three national champions will be j 
in the competition—Johnny Good­ 
man, American open; George T. 
Dunlap, Jr., American amateur, and 
the Honorable Michael Scott, Brit­ 
ish amateur champions. Also Scott, 
a 55-year-old veteran, may be seen 
in competition against H. Chandler 
Egan, the American team’s 50-year- 
old golfing dean. 
Thus there are several possibilities 
of champ versus champ or vet 
against vet battles if the draw’ cre­ 
ates a S c o t t-Goodman or a Scott- 
Dunlap or a Scott-Egan singles 
struggle. 
Most interesting fact of the 1934 
series is the good chance the British 
have to win for the first time. Among 
their men the Britons will present 
Scott, the great Roger Wethered, 
.Cyril Tolley, T. A. Torrence and 
¡ other Anglo-Saxon golfers whose

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.— 
Pennsylvania continues to lag be­ 
hind other states in the rapidity 
with which road construction is be­ 
ing commenced under the 
public 
works program, according to figures 
made available by the Association 
of State Highway Officials. 
On May 
5, 
Pennsylvania 
had 
awarded contracts obligating only 
86.5 per cent of the $18.891,004 high- 
way apportionment to the state un­ 
der the PWA. 
Twenty-one states 
had commenced projects calling foi 
greater percentages of their mone> 
than the Keystone State. 
In K an­ 
sas and Connecticut, for 
instance, 
99 8 per cent and 99.6 per cent, re­ 
spectively, had been oligated by con­ 
tracts. 
Ohio ranked near the top of the 
state list, having awarded contracts 
covering 94.6 per cent of the state 
highway money. West Virginia fol­ 
lowed close behind 
Pennsylvania, 
with 85.3 per cent of the road fund 
called for by contracts awarded. 
In the country as a whole, con­ 
tracts had been granted calling for 
81.6 per cent of the public works 
road money, an average slightly be­ 
low the Pennsylvania record.
